I never see my quail on duty at 
all. 
Now, a word of comfort to my 
friend, the poor hunters. 
In spite 
of all this shame I have brought 
on them, I have still a warm spot in 
my heart for them. 
I have not 
found them as a rule to be selfish 
and murderous. 
I have no objec­ 
tion to any of them hunting on any 
of the old poor land I happen to 
own. 
They can all share with me 
in this one of God’s greatest bless­ 
ings. There are birds which every 
body knows are not game birds— 
birds which eat worms and bugs, 
and are good for nothing else. 
I 
m ake projier discriminations, and 
do not believe in shooting for the 
sake of butchery. 
I simply want 
to place the quail in his proper 
sphere as a food for man, not an 
assistant to help him make a crop. 
T he professor amuses me by his 
line of argument. 
The quail eats 
bugs, and he proves it by saying it 
is graminivorous, insectivorous and 
gallinaceous. 
(Of course if its all 
that, one would expect it to eat old 
scrap iron, or most anything.) The 
quail eats bugs, because the books 
say it is insectivorous, reminds me 
of the boy who told how to find out 
the sex of a mocking bird. 
“Give 
the bird a worm,” said he, “and if 
he eats it its a he, and ii she eats it 
it’s a she.” 
I will now refer the 
reader to the great authority, the 
Book of books, to give an idea of 
the evident intention of the Creator 
as to the use of the quail. 
Read 
Exodus xvi,13; Numbers, xi, 31,3*2; 
Psalms cv, 40. W hy did God suffer 
this “shameful slaughter” as Prof. 
Malley calls the killing of a few 
thousand quail by this writer? The 
good Lord gave his chosen people 
the best things on earth. 
This 
must be where we poor devils of 
hunters get our proclivity to eat 
quail. 
I will ask the dear reader 
of this statement to get his old 
bible down, and read the whole 
of the chapters I have named, and 
see if anything is said about not 
killing quail. 
Then get and eat all 
the quail you can, without violation 
of the wise laws intended to pro­ 
tect them from extermination.

To The Eagle: 
In the letter that 
Eagle some weeks since, on the 
partridge as a bug-eater and inci­ 
dentally on the boll weevil ques­ 
tion in general, I did not expect to 
stir up the wrath of Prof. M ally 
I only wished the tru th brought 
out and stated m y side of the ques 
tion, as I believe, in very respect­ 
ful language. 
I did not expect to 
be called a “ quack .” 
Prof. Mally 
had made the statem ent, which he 
still virtually contends, th at the 
partridge is a great destroyer of in­ 
sects injurious to the farmer, anc! 
wanted more stringent preventive 
measures adopted than the law 
now provides for the protection of 
the partridge. 
I contend th at the 
present 
provisions 
of the 
law 
are 
sufficient. 
I 
also 
contend 
that 
the 
partridge 
does 
not 
eat bugs. 
And I m eant the lit 
tie Texas partridge 
that 
Prof 
M ally is bound to be very fam iliar 
with—not the quail of Europe, or 
of the north or som ething th at 
am not fam iliar with. 
I did not 
ask the opinion of any em inent 
professor except Prof. M ally. 
I 
know w hat I know about the su b ­ 
ject from my own personal obser­ 
vation and experience, and I hum ­ 
bly asked for Prof. M ally’s per­ 
sonal knowledge. 
I did not get 
it. 
I got some m asterful disdain 
that I was not looking for. 
The 
professor evidently thinks I am a 
lin-horn 
sport, 
prying 
around 
am ong the good, honest farm ers, 
trying to get in their enclosures 
and kill their birds. 
As I am one 
of these long suffering farm ers m y­ 
self, he missed his m ark again. 
I happen to live away out in the 
country, where I own seven or 
eight hundred acres of poor land, 
have several hundred acres in cu l­ 
tivation 
myself, 
and 
therefore 
would be prejudiced on the side of 
the poor farm er if actuated by 
prejudice at all. 
But I see now 
th at I have committed the great 
sin of pretending that a farmer 
knows anything about his own 
business and his own interests. 
I 
am glad the professor concedes 
that 
the 
little 
partridge 
feeds 
“ m ostly” on seeds during hunting 
season. 
I ain so glad th at it is the 
nature of this bird to quit his filthy 
habit of eating worms and bugs 
ju st as he is ready for harvest— 
strange, to say the least of it. 
Now, let us m ake an honest ef­ 
fort to get down to the useful facts 
in this m atter. 
If the quail is 
such a great help to the farm er this 
tim e of the year 
by eating up 
bugs and worms in the field, he 
should certainly be found in the 
plowed lands, am ong the growing 
crops. 
Do you ev~*r see him there? 
No. 
You find him in the woods, 
in the brush, where nature pro­ 
tects him. 
After my thirty years of “ butch­ 
ery,” there are, perhaps, IOO cov­ 
eys of partridges on my old farm 
yet, and I would not give five cents 
for the help these Bocks of birds 
will render me in m aking my 
crops. 
I thin k if the professor 
would recommend the use of a gen­ 
uine Scovil hoe, some good c u lti­ 
vators, eto., and less poison and 
trapping 
for bugs, this county 
would be in a better fix financially. 
As a bug-eater, the Dominick hen 
has no equal. 
She can knock the 
quail out so bad he isn’t in it. 
She will eat snakes, frogs, mice, 
scorpions, centipedes, tarantulas, 
etc., as well as bugs. 
So why not 
recommend the raising of scores of 
hens and chickens on the farm ? 
You can drive them to where you 
need the help. 
I find these pet 
fowls out after me every day when 
I am plowing near the house, but

Now, a word of comfort to my 
friend, the poor hunters. 
In spite 
of all this sham e I have brought 
on them, I have still a warm spot in 
my heart for them . 
I have not 
found them as a rule to be selfish 
and m urderous. 
I have no objee 
lion to any of them hunting on any 
of the old poor land I happen to 
own. 
T hey can all share with me 
in this one of God’s greatest bless­ 
ings. There are birds which every 
body knows are not game birds—* 
birds which eat worms and bugs, 
and are good for nothing else. 
I 
m ake proper discrim inations, and 
do not believe in shooting for the 
sake of butchery. 
I sim ply want 
to place the quail in his proper 
sphere as a food for man, not an 
assistant to help him make a crop. 
The professor amuses me by his 
line of argum ent. 
The quail eats 
bugs, and he proves it by saying it 
is gram inivorous, insectivorous and 
gallinaceous. 
(O f course if its all 
that, one would expect it to eat old 
scrap iron, or most anything.) The 
quail eats bug-, because the books 
say it is insectivorous, rem inds me 
of the boy who told how to find out 
the sex of a moi king bird. 
“ Give 
the bird a worm,” said he, “and if 
he eats it its a he, and if she eats it 
it’s a she.” 
I will now refer the 
reader to the great authority, the 
Book of books, to give an idea of 
the evident intention of the Creator 
as to the use of the quail.

Exodus xvi,13; Numbers, xi, 31,32; 
Psalms cv, 40. W hy did God suffer 
this “shameful slaughter” as Prof.
